The daily papers of Chicago and Omaha 
are at present engaged in a heated contro- 
versy over the justice of the Government 


trains which are no especial use except to 
carry the morning Chicago papers out of 
that city at un hour early enough to com- 
pete with Missouri River papers, right in 
their own territory. The Omaha Bee in a 
very forcible editorial statesathat while it 
has no objection to all the còmpetion that 
may come, it does object to that competi- 
tion when the Government is a party to it 
and practically gives the Chicago papers 
$1,000,000 a year. 

The Bee states that besides regular mail 
trains out of Chicago on every line between 
10 and 12 at night, eight fast mail trains 
run out of Chicago every morning at an 
hour when no business man can possibly 
make use of them for correspondence. 
Why, asks the Bee, should Chicago have 
all this mail service, which is paid for by a 
tax on all the people, and not some of the 
other cities of the west? If the morning pa- 
pers want these specia 
the Bee thinks . 2 — 
them and not the people. The Bee's idea 
is that Chicago is rather playing the hog, 
and there seems good reason fe its having 
this opinion. 

AT THE EXPENSE OF Sr. LOUIS. 

In its editorial the Bee but indorses a pub- 
lished statement made some weeks ago 
by Excise Commissioner Bell, who is most 
familiar with the Post Office Department, 
that Chicago was getting everything in the 


way of fast and abundant mail service, 
while St. Louis and the Southwest were 
practically getting nothing. Outside of the 
three morning fast mail trains, which like 
Chicago’s eight early morning trains, are 
of no use to any one but the morning papers, 
St. Louis has not now a single fast mail 
train west. The mail trains which. leave 
at from 7:30 to 8:30 o’clock in the evening 
are not fast trains. Considering the hour 
at which the trains leave, however, they 
might just as well be slow as fast, so long 
as they get to the Misseuri River by day- 
light. Of course if those going South were 
fast they might, for a certain distance, kee 
ahead of the early morning trains whic 
carry Chicago mail, but that would be onl 
for a small territory. What St. Louis 
should have is an early afternoon fart mail 
service west, leaving up the arrival of 
the Vandalia from the t at So’clock. If 
pers of the money spent by the Government. 
n giving Chicago so many fast mails were 
spent on a good mail service on the Van- 
dalia’s new train—a real railway postoffice, 
not a car carrying a half a dozen or more 
closed pouches—through. from New York 
and connecting with a fast service West 
leaving upon the arrival of this train, it 
would be of some benefit to St. Louis mor- 
chants. . 
COMPLAINTS ARE NUMEROUS. 

Complaints of the slow delivery of mails 
in the West and Southwest are numerous. 
Not a day passes that some one does not 
write to the Post-Dispatch asking why 
their letters are so long delayed. They 
have not come to full understand, in these 
days of fast mail trains, that so far as the 
general public is concerned, St. Louis is 
practically without a fast mail service. If 
a mail service could be inaugurated, sucn 
as mentioned, letters sent out from St. 
Louis at 3 o’clock could be in the hands of 
the receivers 140 miles out by 6:30 o'clock 
that afternoon. The Vandalia’s new service 
is a 50-mile-an-hour service. A service West 
need not be more than a 40-mile-an-hour 
service to reach towns 140 miles out by 
that hour. And these trains could make 
all the principal stops and then do a good 
passenger business. At small towns the 
mail could be thrown off and picked up 
while the train was in motion. 

It would be very easy to inaugurate such 
A service if the Government would divert 
to St. Louis a small proportion of the 
money which Chicago is getting in excess of 
all the other cities in the West. St.

THE THING TO BE GAINED. 
. The policy of street railroad managers

safeguards is to sneer down fenders or 
guards as useless. They affect to be 
anxious to adopt guards if they are sat- 
isfied that they will do the work. . 

The object of this attitude is manifest. 
It is designed to blind the public to the 
truth of the case and avoid the cost of 
providing life-saving fenders. But the 


| people have had their eyes opened to the 


actual facts and the motives of street 
railway managers. They cannot longer 
be deceived. Derision cannot blot out 
the appalling record of slaughter made 
by fenderless cars nor can it deny the 
facts as to the efficiency of life-saving 
fenders of the simplest device. The pre- 
tense of anxiety to save life on the part 
of the men who trump up objections to 
fenders does not blind the people to the 
significance of the fact that they have 
made no attempt to save life by any kind 
of adequate guard. 

It is not the duty of the members of the 
Municipal Assembly to prescribe the kind 
of fenders to be used or meet arguments 
against particular fenders. There is 
abundant evidence that there are effi- 
client fenders and that lives are saved 
by them. Public opinion in every city 
where rapid transit has been introduced 
is aroused to the horror of the sacrifice 
of. life by power cars and to the need 
of life-saving precautions. Under the 
fender bill before the Council it will be 
the duty of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to select an adequate fender or to 
devise one if necessary. The members 
of the board are fully capable of .do- 
ing it. . 

The thing for the people and their 
legislators to accomplish is the com- 
pelling of street car companies to take all 
possible measures to prevent the destruc- 
tion of life and limb. 


CHICAGO'S DEADLY SEWAGE. 


Evangelist Moody is trying to convert 
the Chicagoese. He has just been saying 
to them: 

The water of Lake Michigan is not good 
and death and disease threaten the citizens 
of Chicago and they go to work and build 
a new crib farther out into the lake and seek 
by many means to improve the water, but 
the lake becomes more stirred up, the 
water is blacker. We put in a new engine 
to pump this water, yet we have not remov- 
ed the cause. When the lake is no longer a 
receptacle for the refuse and filth of the 
river then the water will be all right.“ 

But Mr. Moody was not bold enough 
to go on and explain to hiseChicago hear- 
ers the criminality of draining their filth 
into the waters flowing by other com- 
munities. Not a soul in Chicago could 
be drawn to the anxious seat by an evan- 
gelist courageous enough to assail the 
deadly canal. The atmosphere of Chi- 
cago seems as fatal to the Christian 
spirit as its hydrant water is to physical 
health. 


STUPIDITY AND INHUMANITY. 


The Police Commissioners suggested 
the least that could be done towards 
solving the social evil problem in recom- 
mending the establishment of an institu- 
tion to which unfortunate women sus- 
ceptible of reform may be sent to be given 
an opportunity to learn useful industries. 

The stupidity and inhumanity of the 
present method of dealing with social vice 
in this and other cities was forcibly 
brought out in the Police Board’s report. 
The impossibility of enforcing the pres- 
ent laws is shown. Their attempted en- 
forcement accomplishes no good, but on 
the other hand, tends to greatly increase 
the evil. Vicious women are bound to 
scatter and spread vicious influences. 
There is no adequate provision for the 
protection of the innocent or the reclama- 
tion of those who are thrown under bad 
influences, which are among the highest 
Objects of the law. In dealing with the 
subject we have been false to all the 
dictates of wisdom and humanity. We 
have shut our eyes to obligations and 
consequences. Cowardice and prejudice 
have ruled our counsels. 

The report of the Police Board is timely. 
There is evidence of aroused public senti- 
ment and of increased interest in this 
subject among those capable of bringing 
good judgment to bear upon it. It is to 
be hoped that some method of dealing 
with the evil more creditable to our otv- 
ilization and more promising of . 
sults than 
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sor: “We are not opposed

JUDGE VALLIANT’S VIEWS. 

Judge Leroy B. Vailiant said he was per- 
fectly willing personally to try criminal 
cases, but he expressed doubt whether 
the consolidation of the Circuit and Crimi- 
nal Courts would prove beneficial. 

As I understand the Bar Association 
pai. tee roposition is to increase the num- 
Freut J Judges to nine, abolish the 
— —. Criminal Court and to have the 
Circuit Judges to rotate, two at a time, 
for the trial of criminal cases. 

“While every judge learned in the civil 
law has a knowledge of the theory of crim- 
inal law, they lack the practical familiarity 
with, criminal proceedure necessary for ef- 
ficient service. It would take a judge who 
had never, or not for a long time, sat in a 
criminal case about six months to feel him- 
self thoroughly at home in his new position. 
By the time his turn came again, if he 
were not relegated to private life in the 
meanwhile, he would have to be broken into 
the harness again. 

“Moreover, there are criminal cases, as 
there are civil cases, that are pending for 
years. The case may be sent to the Court 
of Appeals or Supreme Court and be re- 
manded or in other ways remain on the 
docket for a long time. Experience has 
shown that it is best for one judge to try 
the case from nni to end. It is a 
question of public economy and public con- 
venience. If I hear a demurrer or some 
motion argued, I remember the issue for 
months or years afterward. It is mani- 
festly bad policy to take a judge from cases 
that he knows and let him begin on cases 
that aré unfamiliar to him.

Narrow Escape of Laborefs From a

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 23.—There is 
a complete blockade of the California and 
Oregon Railroad at Wpper Soda Springs, 
Cal., above Dunsmuir. The great ava- 
lanche of snow, rocks and trees whicn came 
down at that point on Monday was supple- 
mented by another big slide yesterday, and 
Supt. Fillmore says it will take forty-eight 
hours at least and possibly a longer period 
to get the Shasta route cleared. 

No passenger train was sent north last 
night. In its place a force of 120 additional 
men were dispatched from Oakland to aid 
the 400 or more already on the scene of the 
cataclysm, They took with them two of 
the largest hydraulic pumps of the Monarch 
pattern, which will be placed at work at 
once on arrival.. The Sacramento River 
goes rushing past close to the track at the 
location of the blockade, and its waters will 
be utilized by the great rams to cut away 
the immense amount of earth and rock 
there.
